RE LATTER, HE REAVOWEb“HI5 INTEFTEST IN AN INFO EXCHANGE AND ' 

JOINT OPS AGAINST THE TECH TRANSFER/EAST GERMAN TARGETS 
IN AUSTRIA. HE ENVISIONED A THREE-WAY \/ 

CASCOPE) DISCUSSION IN END JUL Y/BEGINNMg AUGUST TIME FRAME, 

WHEN HE WOULD PLAN TO CONTRIBUTE CASCOPE' S BACKGROUND KNOWLEDGE 
AND LAY OUT ITS POSITION ON POSSIBLE JOINT OPS AREAS. 

HE SAID HE WOULD LINE UP MATTER INTERNALLY AT CASCOPE AND 
GET BACK TO US WITH PROPOSED DATE FOR DISCUSSION "BEGINNING 
OF NEXT WEEK." WILL KEEP YOU ADVISED. 

B. RE HUNGARIAN NUMBERED ACCOUNTS, HE SAID 
THERE WAS SLIGHT GARBLE. THIS TOPIC SHOULD BE CONSIDERED ’ 

SEPARATE AND APART FROM TECH TRANSFER THEME, AND IN THE OVERALL 
CONTEXT OF WHAT AVH (AND/OR KGB) REALLY UP TO IN VYING WITH 
SWISS IN THIS AREA (WHICH MIGHT HAVE TO DO WITH HARD 
CURRENCY SHORTAGE, TECH TRANSFER AND/OR WHO KNOWS?) 

C. ACKERMANN REPEATED HIS BELIEF THAT JOINT OPS

HE SUGGESTED THIS BE CONSIDERED SEPARATELY AT SOME FUTURE 
TIME. ANTWERP, TOO, SHOULD BE CONSIDERED LATER. E.G., ■ 

HE FORESAW INSTALLATION OF A CASCOPE STAFFER AT FRG CONSULATE 
IN ANTWERP, A POSSIBLY TIME-CONSUMING EXERCISE, TO SET STAGE. 
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D. EARLY WARNING: ACKERMANN SAID CASCOPE HAD NOW 

RECRUITED ABOUT TWELVE TIR TRUCK DRIVERS AND FELT PROGRESS 
i/AS BEING MADE. HE EXTOLLED THE VIRTUES OF THE 
OPPORTUNITY TO FREQUENTLY DEBRIEF THESE ROLLING EYES AND EARS 
OVER THE OUT-ONCE-A-YEAR TYPE SOURCE OF YESTERYEAR. HE 
PROUDLY POINTED OUT THE COMPENDIUM OF SOME 33 
^AGES WHICH HIS OFFICE HAD SENT BASE THREE DAYS EARLIER AS 
3ROOF OF PROGRESS. HE SAID THE REPORT WAS A COMPILATION
